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FOREWORD 

"THE  BICENTENNIAL" 

The  wealth  of  our  nation;  the  happiness  of  our  Clan  and  our  neighbors 
are  dependent  upon  the  way  in  which  we  use  our  minds  and  our  land.   Our  history 
is  one  of  values  stabilized  through  settlement,  planting,  building  and  educ- 
ation.  We  look  forward  to  another  200  years  of  progress  and  prosperity  in  this 
freedom-loving  country. 

"BEFORE  THE  REVOLUTION" 

In  the  beginning  of  America,  the  King  of  England  gave  vast  territories 
to  royal  favorites  and  land  use  rights  were  distributed  to  individuals  and 
companies  as  royal  rewards  for  loyalty  and  service  to  the  crown. 

Colonial  Charters,  granted  in  England  to  individuals  and  companies,  gave 
proprietorship,  not  ownership,  of  American  soil.   The  king  reserved  political 
jurisdiction  and  control,  over  all  land  and  mineral  rights.   Governing  rights 
to  land  were  revocable  at  the  royal  will.   As  the  colonies  grew  and  prospered, 
as  they  became  more  densely  populated  and  advanced  in  political  status,  the 
King  of  England  appointed  governors  to  rule  over  our  people. 

There  were  no  American  citizens  as  we  now  know  them.   There  were,  though, 
both  English  hotheads  bent  on  rebellion  and  staunch  loyalists  seeking  to  repair 
the  cripplied  ties  with  Mother  England.   The  English  King,  King  George  III  (who 
was  as  much  German  as  he  was  English,  his  father.  King  George  II,  and  his  grand 
father.  King  George  I,  were  both  born  in  Germany)  was  by  this  descent  a  very 
"thick  headed  German"  who  did  much  to  fan  the  fires  of  rebellion  here  in  America 
and  to  unite  the  country  planter  with  the  city  merchant,  the  rough-hewn  with 
the  well-to-do. 

The  King's  dictatorial  manner  and  his  refusal  to  rescind  the  tax  on  tea 
caused  a  few  Americans  in  Boston  to  disguise  themselves  as  Indians  and  overpower 
the  sailors  aboard  a  ship,  loaded  with  tea,  which  belonged  to  the  British  East 
India  Company,  and  heave  the  tea  overboard,  saying,  "King  George  will  never 
collect  a  tax  on  this  tea. " 

It  was  not  that  the  tax  was  heavy,  for  it  was  not.   The  &15,000  worth 
of  the  offensive  tea  was  destroyed  as  a  warning  to  King  George  that  the  American 
settlers  would  never  again  accept  a  tax  on  any  product  being  shipped  to  or  from 
the  American  Colonies,  for  fear  that  future  tax  rates  could  cause  a  return  of 
the  economic  depression  and  hardship  that  our  people  suffered  in  earlier  years, 
as  noted  later  in  this  book. 

King  George  got  the  message  and  sent  his  warships  and  closed  the  Boston 
Harbor  on  June  1,  1774.  Not  so  much  as  a  yard  of  cloth,  chest  of  tea,  or  crate 
of  fruit  was  loaded  or  unloaded  from  large  frigate  or  small  scow. 

All  through  those  sultry  summer  months  in  1774,  Massachusetts  was  a 
simmering  kettle  of  rebellion.   Americans  assembled  in  Carpenter's  Hall  and 
an  urgent  call  went  out  to  the  thirteen  separate  Colonies,  requesting  represent- 
atives to  meet  in  Philadelphia  to  air  grievances  and  resolve  the  Massachusetts 
situation.   This  first  meeting  of  the  Continental  Congress,  which  was  attended 
by  all  the  Colonies  except  Georgia,  was  a  sobering  affair.   The  delegates  were 
as  different  from  one  another  as  the  American  landscapes  they  represented. 

From  this  first  meeting  of  this  Congress  there  grew  the  spirit  that 
produced  the  bedrock  documents  of  our  American  Democracy,  the  foundations  upon 
which  the  world's  oldest  republic  was  born.

Mr.     Lloyd    William    Barton    of    Ripon,     California,     wrote     in 
a     letter: 

"As   we   walk    the   pathway   of    life    in    this   American   Revolution   Bicentennial 
year    1976,    we   pause   by   our   Barton    family   tree. 

"Many  precious  memories   come   to  our  mind  as  we    'travel'    back   to  boyhood 
days.      No  doubt,    our   first   ancestor  came   to  America  because  of   a   strong 
desire    for    freedom   to  worship   God,    escape   oppression,    and    to   secure    land. 

"We    still    remember   as   we    stood  by  our     dear      great,    great  Aunt   Ellen   Hopkins 
Gish,    before    she  was    called   to   her   eternal    home,    the    sweet,  peaceful    look 
on   her    face   and    in   her   eyes,    as    she   patiently  waited    for    the   Master    to    call 
her   home.      This   was   over    50   years    ago  when  we    took   a    trip    from  California 
to   Kansas   by   train    in   a   chair   car   pulled   by   a   coal-burning    steam   engine. 
Aunt   Ellen  was    tenderly   and    lovingly   cared    for    in    the   home   of   one   of   her 
children,    she   wasn't   put    in   a    'Rest   Home,'    as    is    so   common   today. 

"The    train    that    took   us    to   Kansas   was    like    luxury   compared   to   the   hardships 
endured  by   those   of   our   great   grandfather's    family   who   traveled    the 
previous    century   by   horse    and   covered   wagon    from  Virginia   to    Indiana   and 
later    to   Kansas,    where    they   raised    their    families. 

"Grandfather   and   Uncle   Giles   Barton,    leaving   other   Bartons   behind    in 
Kansas,    moved   on   to   California   and   were    early    settlers    in   the   San   Joaquin 
Valley. 

"We    remember    these   great   uncles,    aunts    and   cousins    in   Kansas    as   hard 
workers.      Their   countenance   bore    the    look   of   many   hardships.      However, 
they   all   had   a    love    for    children   and   were    so    friendly   that  we   have 
never    forgotten    their   hospitality.      As    far    as    this   world's    goods    are 
concerned,    most   of   them  would   be    called    'poor,'    but    they   were   rich    in 
their    faith    in   God.

Old  families  of  the  name  of  Barton  are  found  in  England, 

Scotland,  Ireland  and  France,  but  the  home  of  the  Barton  family 

was  in  the  large  County  of  Lancashire  in  the  North  of  England, 

bounded  on  the  West  by  the  Irish  Sea,  and  lying  lust  forty  miles 
from  the  Scottish  border. 

The  Barton  family  dates  from  the  12th  Century,  and  takes 
Its  name  from  the  great  Barton  Manor  in  Lancashire.   The  Barton 
Manor  had  no  less  than  twenty  subordinate  tenures,  Aspul,  Brunsop, 
Halachton,  Hulton,  Haliwell,  Brightmere,  Farnwood ,  Northende, 
Eccles,  Marwinton,  Workedeh,  Westwode,  Withington,  Newam,  Irwilham, 
Bromihurst  ,  Hulme,  Domplinton,  Quickleswicke ,  and  Crompton,  all 
of  which  are  named  in  two  charters  at  Trafford,  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  I.   One  of  these  charters  transferred  this  Hugh  Estate  to 
Robert  Grelle  and  his  heirs,  including  all  its  privileges  which  of 
course  included  the  name  Barton.   The  Deed  was  executed  by  John  de 
Barton,  "Son  and  Heir  of  Gilbert  de  Barton,  Quondam  Milites." 
With  all  the  right  of  dower  derived  from  his  mother,  Cecelia  de 
Barton.   The  date  on  the  Deed  is  A.D.  1276.  (Note  1) 

With  the  transfer  of  the  Estate,  as  noted  above,  Robert 
Grelle  became  Robert  de  Barton,  who  gave  the  entire  Estate  to  his 
daughter,  Editha  de  Barton,  as  part  of  her  dowry  and  she  became 
Lady  of  Barton.   She  married  Gilbert  de  Nottun  founder  of  our 
Barton  family.   Gilbert  de  Nottun,  who  was  from  the  Baronial  House 
of  Nottun,  discarded  his  Nottun  Arms  and  took  his  Arms  from  the 
Barton  Manor.   The  earlier  family  of  the  name  Barton  assumed  other 
names  one  of  which  was  Stedman.  (Note  2) 

The  Barton  Arms  are  very  ancient,  dating  back  to  the 
marriage  of  Gilbert  de  Nottun  and  Editha,  Lady  of  Barton.   Whether 
the  earlier  Barton  family  had  used  them  or  not  does  not  appear, 
but  the  Arms  of  the  Nottun  family  were  discarded,  and  instead  the 
coat  employed  was  of  three  boars'  heads  erected  and  erased  with  a 
bear's  head  crest. 

Almost  all  the  earlier  Coats  of  Arms  were  "Canting;" 
that  is,  they  were  based  upon  some  play  upon  the  family  name.

The  use  of  the  boar's  head  seems  to  have  been  suggested  by  the 
name  Barton,  quasi  Boarton. 

The  Boar's  Head  is  one  of  the  principals  of  heraldry,  and 
was  assumed  by  warriors  and  huntsmen.   No  chase  was  more  exciting 
than  that  of  the  wild  boar;  no  feast  was  more  merry  than  of  the 
yuletide  when  the  boar's  head  graced  the  table.   The  Boar's  Head 
Arms  insignia  was  a  favorite  with  our  teutonic  ancestors,  both 
Scandinavian  and  German,  and  it  is  prominent  in  literature  from 
the  time  of  Beowulf,  in  which  we  read: 

"When  we  in  battle  our  mail-hoods  defended. 
When  troops  rushed  together,  and  boars '-heads  clashed." 

The  Bartons  of  Barton  used  their  Arms  for  two  and  a  half 
centuries  before  the  College  of  Arms  was  established.   By  that 
time,  some  slight  modifications  had  occurred.   A  boar's  head 
crest  was  added,  taking  the  place  of  the  original  bear's  head 
crest,  and  the  motto:  "Fide  et  Fortitudine , "  "With  Faith  and 
Courage,"  was  included.

another  and  controlled  by  Lieut.  Colonel  George  Mason.   This 
plantation  was  one  of  many  under  Mason's  control  and  was  located 
m  Stafford  County,  Virginia,  and  along  the  Occoquan  River,  a 
river  that  empties  into  the  Cheasapeake  Bay.   Here  on  this  plant- 
ation, Thomas  Barton  married  and  had  issue  four  children  (Note  3) 
The  first  male  was  born  in  1687  and  was  named  Thomas  Barton,  Jr 
The  apparent  reason  for  Thomas  Barton  Senior's  late  marriage  and 
offspring  was  due  to  the  very  low  price  for  tobacco  and  other 
plantation  products  which  was  caused  by  the  very  high  shipping 
rates  that  the  King  of  England  imposed  on  the  colonies.   Further- 
more  since  the  King  of  England  decreed  that  only  English  ships 
could  transport  products  to  and  from  the  American  Colonies,  goods 
produced  in  the  colonies  brought  a  very  low  price,  as  the  high 
shipping  rates  forced  low  prices  on  such  goods  as  the  products 
shipped  abroad  would  only  command  a  price  competitive  with 
products  produced  abroad.   On  the  other  hand,  finished  goods 
manufactured  in  England  and  Europe  were  sold  in  the  American 
Colonies  at  very  high  prices,  because  of  the  same  high  rates.  Thus, 
while  the  Kma  of  England  grew  rich  on  his  high  shipping  rates, 
the  early  settlers  to  the  American  colonies  suffered  a  long 
period  of  depression  which  lasted  until  about  1685.

Frontier  Life  in  Virginia 

(INDIANS  ATTACK  THOMAS  BARTON'S  HOME) 

The  following  Indian  attack  and  murder  story  is  taken 
from  a  letter  sent  to  me  by  Mrs.  Ruth  (Cover)  Barton  and  relates 
the  Indian  scalping  story  that  has  been  handed  down  in  our 
Barton  family  for  many  generations.   It  was  told  to  Vida  and 
Ruth  Barton  by  Alice  (Shuler)  Woodbridge  whose  mother  was  a 
daughter  of  Aunt  Jane  Montgomery,  who  was  a  sister  to  Minerva 
Barton.   "Vi"  and  Ruth  were  visiting  several  convalescent  homes 
shortly  before  Christmas,  1975,  and  enjoyed  a  nice  visit  with  an 
older  Barton  cousin,  Alice  Woodbridge.   Vida  and  Ruth  spoke  of 
this  Barton  family  history  and  genealogy  that  I  was  preparing, 
and  Alice  said,  "I  can  tell  you  a  story  no  one  else  can  give  you. 
Mother  lived  in  Indiana  till  she  was  seven  years  old.   She  (her 
mother)  knew  Matthew  Barton's  father  and  would  tell  this  story 
about  him  -  He  was  an  old  man  when  he  told  this  story  and  would 
become  very  excited  and  tremble  and  shake  all  over  as  he  told  it." 
Here  is  the  story!   (Note  1) 

"When  Matthew's  father  was  a  boy  12  years  old, 
the  Indians  came  into  their  home  killing  and  scalping  his 
mother  and  taking  him  captive.   They  made  him  carry  his 
mother's  scalp  for  three  days.   They  took  him  with  them 
wanting  him  to  be  one  of  their  tribe.   Three  times  he 
tried  to  escape  and  they  would  catch  him.   One  time  they 
tied  him  to  a  tree, piled  wood  around  him  and  were  going 
to  burn  him,  but  they  didn't  and  released  him.   The  next 
time  he  got  away,  he  hid  in  a  hollow  log.   He  could  hear 
their  footsteps  as  they  searched  for  him.   After  they 
passed,  he  got  out  of  the  log,  he  was  near  a  stream  where 
there  was  a  canoe,  he  escaped  in  that.   They  finally  saw 
him  and  stood  on  the  bank  of  the  river  and  shook  their 
tomahawks  at  him.   If  they  could  have  caught  him,  they 
would  have  killed  him."   (Note  1) 

This  same  story  was  found  in  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution 
Library  and  the  Matthew  Barton's  father  involved  was  not  Matthew7 
Barton's  father,  but  instead  was  Matthew^  ,  Barton's  father,  who 
was  our  Thomas2  Barton  Junior,  and  the  year  of  the  atrocity  was 
1699.  (Note  2)

Letter  describing  Indian  Atrocity 

Stafford  county,  Virginia  ;,p^il  20,  1699c

May  it  please  Your  Excellency: 

^   M   ^  "^  "^"^  ™^  letters  ready  to  send  (to)  Your  Excellency 

on  Monday  morning,  but  on  Sunday,  late  in  the  night,  came  a 

messenger  to  give  an  account  of  a  murder  done  in  these  parts,  so 

my  report  to  you  is  delayed. 

^^^'       OJ^  Sunday  the  16th,  about  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  came  about  20  or  30  Indians  to  the  Thomas  Barton 
jPlantation)  about  20  miles  above  my  house.   The  man  (Thomas 
Barton)  and  his  brother  were  away  on  a  business  trip  and  had  left 
his  wife  and  four  children  at  home,  and  had  got  ye'  man  and  his 
wife  and  two  children  from  a  plantation  two  miles  away,  to  come 
and  stay  with  his  (Barton's)  wife  until  he  came  home.   The 
Indians  fell  on  them  and  killed  Barton's  wife  and  three  of  his 
children  (also  killing)   ye  man  and  his  wife  and  his  children. 
The  Barton  boy  (12  years  of  age)  ran  away,  he  being  out  at  play, 
blessed  be  God,  and  escaped  to  a  neighbor's  house  and  is  safe. 
They  killed  them  with  arrows  and  wooden  tomahawks;  they  scalped 
all  their  heads,  mutilated  the  bodies  of  the  man  and  woman,  cut 
two  of  the  children  under  the  jaws  (probably  babies  of  the 
visiting  man  and  young  wife),  plundered  all  ye  house  and  carried 
everything  away;  killed  a  mare  that  was  tied  outside  the  door  at 
a  nearby  post.   We  searched  the  house  and  pulled  out  of  ye  people 
and  ye  mare,  sixty-nine  arrows.   They  left  five  ugly  wooden  tom- 
ahawks.  On  receiving  the  news,  I  went  immediately  with  a  small 
squad  (of  soldiers)  and  buried  ye  poor  people. 

This  murder  is  the  most  horrible  that  ever  happened  in 
Stafford  (County) ,  and  I  thank  God  we  have  not  had  the  same  harm 
on  this  side  of  the  Occoquan  (river) .   I  have  had  my  soldiers  in 
the  marshes  and  have  kept  ye  people  bravely  on  their  plantations, 
but  God  knows  what  I  shall  do  now,  for  this  has  almost  frightened 
our  people  out  of  their  lives  and  interests,  and  besides  those 
Indians  are  still  out  there,  what  did,  as  surely  done,  ye  murder, 
as  God  is  in  heaven. 

As  Thomas  Barton  (by)  himself  was  coming  home,  he 
stopped  at  a  (grist)  mill  and  took  a  bag  of  corn  meal  with  him  on 
his  horse.   Barton  was  about  400  yards  from  his  house  when  about

20  Indians,  as  he  guesses,  tried  to  capture  him  and  immediately 
had  him  (partly  surrounded)  in  a  half  moon.   He  spurred  his 
horse  forward  toward  his  home,  but  with  the  weight  of  the  bag 
of  meal  the  Indians  almost  caught  him.   However,  with  great 
difficulty  he  cut  the  bag  loose  and  broke  through  a  clearing 
in  the  woods  and  got  safely  to  a  neighbor's  house. 

T  am  of  the  opinion  they  (the  Indians)  had  done  all 
ye  murder  before,  for  undoubtedly  they  would  have  killed  him 
but  they  had  no  arms,  for  he  (Barton)  said  they  never  fired 
shot  nor  arrow.   If  they  had  had  arrows,  they  would  have  killed 
him,  for  their  arrows  were  of  great  force,  for  they  have  made 
holes  in  (Barton's)  roof  and  house  as  big  as  a  swann  shot. 

Sir:   I  have  raised  12  (extra)  men  and  have  sent( them) 
every  way  to  search  our  frontiers  and  back  forest  plantations 
and  intend,  God  willing,  to  keep  constantly  moving  myself  with 
them  until  I  have  Your  Excellency's  commands,  then  I  trust  in 
God  that  we  shall  be  able  to  give  our  people  better  protection 
than  at  present,  for  I  am  afraid  we  shall  have  a  bad  summer. 
But  if  it  pleases  God,  we  can  keep  them  upon  their  plantations 
(and)  it  will  be  of  some  discouragement  to  the  enemy,  but 
those  two  (plantations)  are  deserted  for  this  year.   I  do  not 
doubt  Your  Excellency's  christian  care  for  ye  good  of  His 
Majesties  subjects,  for  without  immediate  care,  I  shall  have 
but  few  plantations  in  Stafford  (County).   Nothing  to  add, 
but  my  humble  servant  to  Your  Excellency,  may  I  conclude,  as  in 
duty ,  I  am 

Your  Excellency's  most  humble  servant,

changed    and    corrected    two    errors     that     I    found    in     the 
report.        In    one    instance,!    found    that    G.     Mason    counted 
the    visiting    wife    as    a    child;     and    in    another    instance , 
Mr.     Mason    referred     to    our    surviving    Barton    boy    as    an 
orphan,     which    is     true,     but    only    due     to    the    fact     that 
he    was    an    orphan    after    his    mother    was    killed    in     the 
Indian    attack . 


THOMAS   BARTON  continued: 

"The  horrid  murders  of  English  women  and  children  in 
the  hunting  creek  neighborhood  stirred  Stafford  County  to  new 
appreciations  of  the  danger  from  this  piscataway  stronghold 
(Indian  Camp)"  ...   It  was  suggested  "that  probably  the 
outrages  had  been  commited  by  roving  senecas  and  not  the  pisc- 
ataway (Indians) .   However,  this  was  not  the  case,  as  the 
House  of  Burgesses  of  Virginia  later  determined  that  it  was 
the  piscataways,  and  one  of  the  Indians  involved  was  called 
'Esquire'  Tom.  (Note  1  and  3). 

Since  the  House  of  Burgesses  calendar  says  English 
women  and  children  were  murdered,  and  since  this  is  the  only 
such  incident  to  happen  in  Stafford  County  at  this  time  period, 
it  must  follow  that  after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
atrocity,  it  was  confirmed  that  more  than  one  English  woman 
was  killed  and  scalped.   For  this  reason,  and  also  because  our 
own  personal  Barton  history  handed  down  to  us  confirms  the  fact, 
I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  correct  the  original  report  made  by 
Mr.  Mason,  to  show  that  two  women  were  killed  in  that  Indian 
attack  on  the  Barton  home.   It  must  also  be  remembered  that 
women  of  that  day  married  quite  young,  many  times  at  the  age  of 
fourteen,  our  own  Minerva  Hopkins  married  our  Matthew  Barton  at 
that  age,  so  it  would  be  easy  to  understand  how  Mr.  Mason  made 
the  error  in  his  first  report.   (See  Note  previous  page). 

"Bur"  Harrison  of  the  Stafford  Court,  at  the  direction 
of  (Governor)  Nicholson,  of  Virginia,  carried  a  summons  to  the 
Emperor  (Chief)  of  the  Piscataways,"  asking  the  Chief  to  find 
the  guilty  Indians  and  have  them  punished,  but  the  old  Chief 
refused  to  do  so  and  also  refused  to  move  his  Indian  camp. 
Finally,  the  Governor  of  Maryland  intervened  and  persuaded 
the  Indians  to  leave  the  area,  but  the  Indians  that  were 
responsible  for  the  massacre  were  never  punished.  (Note  1) 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Bur  Harrison 
mentioned  above  is  the  same  Bur  Harrison  who  took  our  Thomas^ 
Barton's  plantation  away  from  him  in  1679,  due  to  Thomas 
having  faulty  title  to  the  land. 

Although  these  extreme  frontier  hardships  fell  upon 
Thomasl  Barton,  the  Barton  motto:  "Fide  et  Fortitudine , " 
carried  Mr.  Barton  forward  to  new  ownership  of  land  and  a  new 
life,  for  "in  1728  our  Thomas^  Barton  sold  2,000  acres  of  land 
to  Abraham  Farrow  in  Stafford  County,  Virginia."   (Note  2)

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  and  after  the  birth  of 
their  seventh  child,  Mary  Jane,  May  30,  1865,  this  Barton 
family  in  1866  moved  Northwest   to  Gass  Co.,  Indiana,  by 
covered  wagon,  to  escape  the  horrors  of  the  Northern  Military 
Rule,  the  Yankee  carpetbaggers  and  a  tax  system  that  was 
imposed  on  the  South  by  the  Yankees  that  crushed  the  South 
to  the  point  of  starvation. 

In  the  Summer  of  1871,  Matthew  and  Minerva,  with  their 
family,  again  loaded  their  covered  wagon  with  their 
possessions  and  embarked  upon  a  500-mile  overland  journey  which 
lasted  approximately  40  days.   They  traveled  in  a  westerly 
direction  in  search  of  new  land.   They  drove  four  miles  the 
first  day  and  camped.   The  next  morning  they  drove  to  Logansport 
and  here  a  horse  buyer  offered  $250  for  one  of  Matthew's  horses. 
Although  the  horad  only  cost  $40,  Matthew  declined  to  sell,  as 
he  needed  the  horse  for  the  long  journey  ahead.   That  night  they 
went  to  the  Wabash (River)  and  camped  near  a  house  owned  by  John 
Dick,  who  was  working  on  an  invention  of  perpetual  motion.   Day 
by  day  they  traveled   on  until  they  came  to  Independence,  Mo., 
where  it  was  noted  in  their  log  book  "Little  frost  but  fine 
weather  otherwise."   Then  "there  came  up  a  fresh  "  -   (came  a 
hard  rain  )-  "Water  came  down  the  hill  in  front  of  the  team,  one 
of  the  Barton  boys  carried  a  block  (of  wood)  to  chuck  the  wagon, 
when  they  stopped  to  rest  the  horses."  (The  older  Barton  boys 
and  girls  walked  much  of  the  way  on  these  journeys.) 

"One  day  they  traveled   a  distance  of  18  miles  and 
arrived  in  Kansas  City  late  at  night.   They  found  a  livery 
stable  where  they  rested  and  slept."   The  next  morning,  they 
left  Kansas  City  and  entered  the  vast  Kansas  Prairies.  (Prob- 
ably by  way  of  the  'Old  Santa  Fe  Trail').   Here  they  encounter- 
ed  "an  awful  wind."   "That  night  they  camped  on  the  Prairies 
of  Kansas.   Next  day  the  wind  was  awful  and  they  hastened  on  to 
the  end  of   their  journey."  (Note  1).   They  finally  arrived  at 
their  destination, Centropolis ,  Franklin  County,  in  the  newly- 
born  state  of  Kansas  and  they  arrived  in  mid-October  where  their 
last  child,  Silas  Emmanuel  Barton,  was  born,  November  15,  1871. 

The  Barton  family  remained  in  Centropolis,  Kansas,  for 
about  18  months  and  in  April,  1873,  we  have  a  new  entry  in  the 
log  book,  which  says:  "In  the  Spring  of  the  year  1873,  we  'set 
sail'  for  Jewel  County.   It  took  11  days  to  travel  the  200  miles. 
We  took  five  head  of  cattle,  four  horses  and  two  wagons."  -  End 
(Note  1)  here  in  Jewell  County,  Kansas,  they  established  their 
homes  and  homesteaded  land  Matthew  Burv/ell  Barton  died  December 
12,  1897.   He  was  77  years  old,  and  was  buried  there.   Minerva 
went  to  Douglas  Co.,  Kansas,  after  her  husband's  death,  and 
lived  with  her  two  daughters:  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Metsker  (Mary  Jane 
Barton),  and  Mrs.  Elmer  E.  Sawyer  (Nancy  Katherine  Barton.) 
Minerva  died  April  23,  1920,  on  the  "Metsker  Estate,"  at  the 
home  of  her  daughter,  Mary  Jane.  Minerva  had  lived  to  be  almost 
90  years  of  age,  lacking  just  a  few  days.   She  is  buried  in  the 
Washington  Creek  Church  cemetery,  which  is  located  just  a  couple 
of  miles  from  the  "Metsker  Estate."   (Note  2)  (See  next  page)

Virginia  to  her  brother's  plantation,  where  she  lived

On  Jan.  3,  1774,  my  fifth  great  grandfather,  Timothy 
Brown,  Sr,,  with  his  wife  Rachel  and  children:  John,  Timothy, 
Jr.,  Mary  and  William  became  members  of  the  "Virginia  Hope- 
well Friends."   They  attended  the  religious  meetings  in  the 
East  Nottingham  Hopewell  Meeting  House,  a  beautful  brick 
structure,  located  in  Frederick  County,  Va.  (Note  2.) 

During  the  Revolutionary  War,  Timothy  Brown,  Sr.  joined 
the  Continental  Army  as  a  volunteer  and  received  a  gun-shot 
to  his  head  while  on  the  battlefield  and  almost  lost  his 
life  fighting  for  the  cause  of  freedom.  (Note  1.) 

Timothy  Brown,  Jr.,  b.  cl770  in  Virginia  traveled  to 
Louisville,  Ky.  in  1791,  and  opened  a   brick  factory.   His 
bricks  were  the  first  to  be  made  in  that  city,  and  the  first 
brick  house  was  completed  in  late  1791.   (Note  3.) 

About  1797,  Timothy,  Jr.,  moved  to  Barren  County,  Ky., 
and  homesteaded  land.   Here  Timothy  III  was  born  June  19,1799. 

In  1821,  young  Timothy  III  married  Grace and  moved  to 

Indiana  where  my  great  grandfather,  John  Brown,  was  born. 
In  the  next  few  years  this  Brown  family  moved  from  one  State 
to  another.   The  census  records  show  that  Polly  Ann  Brown 
was  born  in  Kentucky  in  1825,  Louise  Brown  was  born  in  Tenne- 
ssee in  1826,  and  Cornelius  and  Jannetta,  who  were  twins,  were 
born  in  Illinois  as  were  sons  William  and  James. 

Timothy  Brown  III  moved  his  family  to  Illinois  in  1829, 
living  in  St.  Clair  County  one  year,  then  moving  on  to  Madison 
County,  where  he  was  a  resident  for  about  sixty  years.   In 
Edwardsville,  Illinois,  Timothy  III  engaged  in  various  pur- 
suits, among  which  were  brickmaking  and  dealing  in  groceries. 
He  became  a  large  owner  of  real  estate,  farms  and  a  tan  mill. 

On  May  27,  1859,  a  strip  of  land  beginning  at  the  corner 
of  Vandalia  and  St.  Louis  Streets,  that  to  this  day  bears 
his  name,  was  joined  to  the  City  of  Edwardsville.   This  land 
which  is  called  "Brown's  Addition,"  included  Desmond's  machine 
shop,  Mr.  Clark's  grocery  store,  J.W.  Coventry's  residence 
and  others,  (Note  4)     It  is  the  middle  part  of  the

Lawrence,  Ks .  Silas  Emanuel  Barton's  parents, 
Matthew  and  Minerva  Barton, departed  from  Cass  Co., 
Indiana,  in  late  summer  1871  by  covered  wagon, 
embarking  upon  a  500-mile  overland  journey  which 
lasted  approximately  40  days.   Minerva  had  already 
carried  Silas  for  6  months  before  beginning  the 
journey.   Silas  E. Barton  was  born  within  a  month 
after  the  Barton's  arrival  at  Centropolis ,  Kansas. 
Thus,  Silas  became  the  first  native  Kansan  in  his 
family.   However,  "Si"  is  better  remembered  for 
his  friendly  demeanor.   He  met  and  befriended  hun- 
dreds of  people  in  all  walks  of  life  in  his 
community.   Everywhere  he  went,  he  was  greeted 
with  the  salutation,  "Hi,  Si."   He  was  counselor 
to  friends  and  relatives  who  sought  his  sympathetic 
advice.   In  a  typical  instance,  a  cousin  left  home 
intending  to  elope  and  marry  despite  her  parents' 
objections.   When  she  took  refuge  in  his  home.  Si 
counseled  against  the  elopement  while  anger 
prevailed.   In  several  days,  after  tempers  had 
cooled.  Si  reasoned  with  all  interested  parties  to 
work  out  a  solution  to  this  dilemma.   The  marriage 
eventually  took  place  with  parpntal  blessings 
and  turned  out  to  be  a  happy,  eternal  partnership.

Dear  Ivan, 

I  received  your  letter  and  I  will  answer.   Yes,  Cousin 
Ruth  told  me  about  you  contacting  her  about  the  (Barton)  relation. 
I  faintly  remember  your  mother  and  grandmother  from  my  childhood 
days  in  Kansas.   I  remember  Uncle  Will  Barton  always  referred  to 
your  grandmother,  Mary  Jane  (Barton)  Metsker,  as  "Aunt  Mary  Hen." 

I  was  born  on  April  18,  1905,  near  Twelve  Mile,  Indiana, 
where  I  lived  with  my  parents  till  I  was  two  years  and  eight 
months  old.   My  mother  died  (December  29,  1907),  at  39  years  of 
age.  Uncle  Will  and  Aunt  Sallie  Barton  came  to  Indiana  to  the  funeral 
and  after  it  was  over  they  took  me  home  with  them  where  they  lived 
on  a  farm  near  Lone  Star,  Kansas.   I  do  not  remember  a  lot  that 
happened  there  in  Kansas,  but  I  do  remember  a  few  things.   I 
especially  remember  Aunt  Nan  and  Uncle  Elmer  Sawyer.   Once  in  a 
while  Aunt  Nan  would  come  over  during  the  week  and  would  take  me 
home  with  her  to  stay  a  few  days.   She  always  stopped  on  the  way 
home  at  the  little  store  in  Lone  Star  and  would  buy  me  a  bottle  of 
pop  and  some  candy,  something  I  very  seldom  got.   T  always  loved 
Aunt  Nan  dearly.   She  and  Uncle  Will  were  my  Dad's  first  cousins 
and  Aunt  Sallie  was  my  mother's  sister.     I  can  faintly  remember 
Uncle  Will's  mother.  Aunt  Minerva  Barton.   She  was  a  person  that 
did  not  beat  around  the  bush  about  what  she  thought.   That  seems 
to  be  a  Hopkins  trait  and  that  is  my  kind  of  a  person;  you  know 
where  you  stand  with  them.   That  kind  of  a  person  is  generally 
honest.  Uncle  Will  was  like  that. 

In  1911,  in  October,  Uncle  Will  sold  out  in  Kansas  for 
$10,000.00  and  we  moved  to  California.   We  lived  at  or  near 
Whittier  for  about  6  months  and  then  he  bought  sixteen  acres  on 
Beckwith  Road,  north  of  Modesto.   I  lived  with  them  till  May  1917 
and  then  they  sent  me  back  to  Indiana  to  my  Dad  who  was  still 
living  near  Twelve  Mile.   Some  of  our  Dunkard  members  were  going 
back  to  Camden,  Indiana,  for  our  Church  Annual  Meeting,  and  I 
went  with  them  on  the  train.   I  was  twelve  years  old  and  from  then 
on  I  didn't  know  much  about  the  Bartons,  except  when  my  dear 
cousin  Beulah,  Uncle  Will's  daughter,  would  write  me.   I  returned 
to  California  in  April,  1928,  and  stayed  at  Uncle  Will ' s  for  about 
a  year  or  so  and  worked,  but  in  the  Spring  of  1930  I  returned  to 
Indiana  and  got  married. .. .We  now  have  six  children,  two  boys  and 
four  girls,  all  married,  six  in-laws,  twenty-two  grandchildren  - 
four  of  them  married  and  two  great  grandchildren 

The  way  I  figure  it,  your  mother  and  I  would  be  second 
cousins.   Yes,  I  do  have  quite  an  extensive  genealogy  of  the  Hopkins 
family  and  I  will  try  to  copy  and  send  it  to  you.   Do  you  have  a 

target  date  for  your  book?

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IN  1925,  A  TRIP  WAS  MADE  BY  THE  WILLIAM  AND  RUTH 
BARTON  FAMILY  OF  RIPON,  CALIFORNIA  TO  KANSAS.   HERE  IS  THEIR  STORY: 

"A   TRIP   TO   KANSAS." 

In  1925,  we  left  our  home  in  Ripon,  California,  with  our 
three  children  and  Will's  mother,  Sallie,  for  a  trip  to  Kansas. 
We  went  by  train,  which  was  a  new  experience  for  the  children, 
Vida  was  eight  years  old,  Lloyd  seven  and  Marjorie  was  five.   In 
Kansas  we  met  many  old  friends,  neighbors  and  schoolmates.   We 
especially  enjoyed  meeting  our  Barton  cousins,  aunts  and  uncles 
and  their  families.   It  was  summer-time  and  fields  were  golden 
and  ready  for  harvest.   The  men,  gathered  for  the  thrashing  of 
these  large  fields  of  wheat,  were  busy  in  their  work.   The  women 
came  from  miles  around  to  meet,  talk  and  prepare  the  bountiful  and 
delicious  dinners  to  be  served  to  the  hungry  workers.   The  water 
boy  could  be  seen  on  his  pony  carrying  water  to  the  fields  to 
satisfy  the  men's  thirst. 

We  enjoyed  seeing  the  thickets,  woods,  streams,  fields 
and  the  gentle  rolling  hills  where  Will,  years  ago,  in  the  winter- 
time had  been  on  fox  hunts  and  rabbit  drives. 

The  children  saw  the  old  Barton  home  where  their  grand- 
parents lived  and  where  Will  was  raised  with  his  brothers  and 
sister.   The  old  home  was  located  "on  Chicken  Creek  in  Hungry 
Hollow."   Mother  Barton  said,  "The  lane  leading  to  the  house  was 
so  long,  when  we  saw  company  coming,  we  had  time  to  straighten  the 
house  before  they  arrived." 

During  our  stay  in  the  Lone  Star,  Washington  Creek  area, 
friends  and  relatives  gathered  at  the  homes  we  were  visiting 
for  Sunday  "Carry-In"  dinners  that  were  served  on  the  spacious 
green  lawns.   A  Barton  family  picnic  dinner  was  held  in  Brown's 
Grove  at  Lone  Star  where  we  were  able  to  meet  and  visit  with  many 
other  friends  and  Barton  cousins. 

We  found  the  large  two-story  mid-Western  homes  very 
comfortable  and  practicable.   They  were  built  for  the  cold  Kansas 
winters  and  contained  full  basements  which  not  only  supplied 
warmth,  but  were  also  a  place  to  store  large  quantities  of  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables  for  winter  use. 

The  large  locusts  were  buzzing  in  the  trees  all  day  long 
and  often  during  the  warm  summer  nights.   The  fireflies  were  a 
sight  to  see  as  they  flitted  over  the  fields  at  night.   Still 
more  v;arm  nights  were  spent  visiting  with  Aunt  Nan  Sawyer  and, 
as  we  sat  on  her  porch  steps,  in  the  distance,  we  heard  other 
night  sounds  like  the  crickets  and  katydids,  the  bullfrogs  in  the 
marshes,  the  sounds  of  the  hoot  owls  and  the  whip-poor-wills.  _ 
These  were  some  of  the  precious  memories  we  carried  away  from  Kansas. 

One  day  the  sky  darkened  and  the  day  was  almost  like  night. 
Thunder  rolled  and  lightning  flashed  and  we  ran  for  the  storm 
cellars.   The  rain  started  falling  and,  as  we  watched  rrom  the  _ 
cellar  windows,  more  thunder  and  lightning  lit  the  sky,  permitting 
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us  to  see  the  orchard  trees  and  rock  fences  for  small  bits  of 
seconds.   It  was  as  if  God  were  waging  a  huge  war  in  the  sky 
against  some  foreign  enemy.   It  was  indeed  a  sight  to  behold. 

As  the  thunder  rolled  and  clapped  and  the  lightning 
flashed,  much  too  close  for  comfort,  we  could  see  the  rain 
and  it  look  like  it  was  not  dropping  but  it  looked  like  it  was 
in  level  flight  across  the  cellar  window.   We  got  brave  and  went 
upstairs  to  the  attic  and  looked  out  the  attic  storm  windows  to 
the  front  of  the  house.   We  could  hear  the  rafters  squeaking 
under  strain  of  the  heavy  wind.   From  here  we  saw  wagons  lifted 
slightly  and  pushed  across  the  barn  yard  and  smashed  into  rock 
fences.   A  tree  was  uprooted  and  fell  to  the  ground.   Things 
were  flying  through  the  air  but  the  strongly  built  buildings 
held  their  ground  and  remained  upright. 

The  electrical  storm  lasted  for  what  seemed  like  hours 
and  when  it  was  finally  over  we  found  straw  driven  into  tree 
trunks  and  learned  later  that  one  lightning  bolt  had  struck  a 
tree  in  Uncle  Elmer  Sawyer's  pasture  killing  two  cows  that  had 
sought  shelter  there.   One  cannot  properly  describe  what  occurred 
that  day,  but  if  you  are  so  inclined  to  visit  Kansas  in  the 
summer-time,  I  am  sure  you  will  witness  the  same  sight,  as  storms 
of  this  nature  are  not  uncommon^ or  so  we  were  told. 

After  visiting  for  some  time  in  the  Lawrence  area,  we 

traveled  North  West  to  Jewel  County,  Kansas.   Will  was  anxious 

to  see  his  birthplace,  the  old  homes  and  relatives  there.   Will 
had  left  Jewel  County  in  1901. 

Our  first  stop  was  with  Pearl  and  Alfred  Norman.   Pearl's 
mother  was  Aunt  Ellen  Gish,  a  sister  to  Minerva  Barton.   Though 
she  was  ill  in  bed,  she  could  visit  with  us. 

This  was  open  prairie  country.   I  took  the  children  for 
a  long  walk  and  they  ran  through  the  open  fields  which  they 
enjoyed, while  Will  and  the  others  rested  and  recalled  earlier  days 
together. 

Later,  Alfred  took  us  in  his  large  one-seated  buggy  to 
see  the  old  homestead  where  Matthew  and  Minerva  Barton  had  lived 
with  their  family.    Then  we  stopped  at  Will's  parents  first  home 
where  the  first  four  children  were  born.   Here  Will  remembered  a 
small  incident  of  his  earlier  days.   His  parents  and  sister 
were  making  a  trip  to  town.   They  left  the  three  boys  at  home  to 
hoe  the  garden  and  do  some  other  work  around  the  home,  but  since 
it  was  such  a  warm  day,  as  soon  as  the  buggy  was  out  of  sight, 
the  boys  took  off  for  the  "Old  Swimming  Hole",  quickly  discarding 
their  clothing  they  dived  in  -  -  However,  the  flies  had  bothered 
the  horses  so  badly  that  his  father  turned  back  home  for  the  fly 
nets.   Needless  to  say,  the  fun  was  soon  ended  and  the  boys 
learned  a  lesson  they  never  forgot! 

Chris  and  Mary  Peterson  had  lived  in  this  area  where  he 
owned  and  operated  a  blacksmith  shop.  Our  last  stop  was  at  the 
cemetery  where  Matthew  Burwell  Barton  was  buried. 
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Another  reunion  of  Barton  relatives  occurred  at  Carbon- 
dale,  Kansas,  and  once  again  Bartons  came  from  far  and  wide. 
This  Barton  house  that  we  were  visiting  had  a  large  basement 
with  a  large  outdoor  opening.   The  children  soon  found  it  and 
were  having  a  great  time  till  Aunt  Mary  Metsker  saw  them.   For 
added  excitement  and  entertainment,  she  broke  off  a  switch  from 
a  tree  nearby  and  headed  for  the  children,  shouting,  "Stop 
thatl  Stop  that!"   The  children  scampered  off  in  all  directions. 
This  caused  a  gale  of  laughter  from  the  crowd.   Hearing  this, 
the  children  turned  -  bewildered  -  the  older  ones, realizing 
a  joke  had  been  played  on  them,  returned  to  their  fun  of  "sliding 
down  the  cellar  door." 

Aunt  Mary  Metsker  and  Aunt  Nan  Sawyer  loved  to  entertain. 
While  visiting  at  Aunt  Nan's  one  evening,  she  left  the  room.   On 
returning,  we  scarcely  recognized  her,  as  she  had  blackened  her 
face  and  hands  and  put  on  some  of  Uncle  Elmer's  old  clothing. 
Then,  to  our  delight,  she  recited  the  old  Southern  poem,  "Little 
Brown  Baby  wif  Sparklin  Eyes  come  to  jv.r    Pappy  and  sit  on  his 
Knee,"  just  as  she  had  recited  it  at  a  previous  entertainment. 

Aunt  Mary  Metsker  was  also  very  good  in  reciting  poems 
and  such  and  we  were  told  that  she  had  been  in  a  play  recently 
at  Lone  Star  and,  as  the  Irish  Maid,  she  had  stolen  the  show. 

This  ended  our  trip  to  Kansas  and  we  returned  home  as  we 
came,  by  train.  We  had  a  most  pleasant  visit,  and  now  we  had  to 
return  to  our  home  in  California.

Matthew^Barton,  may  have  been  born  in  Stafford  County,  Va., 
instead  of  in  Prince  William  County,  as  stated.   Never- 
theless! the  area  was  later  called  Fauquier  County. 

Page  11    Note  6  is  a  Historical  Note  to  correct  an  error  that  was 
found  in  "Marriage  Bonds  of  Bedford  Co.  Va,"  page  876. 
Researchers  have  made  many  errors  in  transcribing  the 
records  of  our  ancestors'  Old  English  writings. 

Page  12     Elijah  Barton  m.  Anne  Senter,  and  I  found  no  further 

record  about  his  issue.  However,  since  publication,  I 
found  the  following:  "Elijah  Barton  m.  Salley  Kenney, 
dau.  of  James  Kenney.  Elijah  Reed,  Surety.  Married 
in  Campbell  Co.,  Va. ,  1796."  It  may  be  that  Anna  died 
and  our  Elijah  moved  to  the  county  next  to  Bedford  and 
married  again. 

Page  17     Abraham  Gish,  a  young  pioneer,  born  in  Virginia  and 

married  in  Indiana,  took  his  bride,  Sallie  Ann  Barton 
(see  page  81)  to  Baldwin,  Kansas,  where  their  first 
child  was  born  in  July,  1871. 

Matthew  Burwell  Barton,  Sr.  followed  a  few  months  later 
and  arrived  in  Centropolis,  Kansas,  about  mid-October, 
1871. 

In  1873  it  was  Abraham  Gish,  with  several  other  young 
men,  who  went  North-West  to  Jewell  County,  Kansas,  and 
staked  out  land  claims  and  planted  corn  around  the  dug- 
outs to  ensure  a  food  supply  for  those  Barton  relatives 
who  would  leave  Douglas  County,  Kansas,  and  make  the 
journey  to  their  new  home  as  described  on  page  14  of 
this  book. 

In  a  letter  dated  August  12,  1976,  from  Ruth  M.  Barton, 
we  learn  that  Matthew  Burwell  Barton,  Sr.  was  buried  in 
Jewell  County,  Kansas,  right  next  to  his  daughter ,^Saliie 
Ann  Barton  Gish.  This  identifies  the  burial  plot  of  this  Ks 
pioneer  woman   ,  which  has  been  unknown  to  this  writer 
and  other  California  Bartons  for  a  long  time.   We  are 
thankful  that  Vida  Irene  GishFlory,  who  is  a  grand- 
daughter  of  Matthew  Burwell  Barton,  Sr.,  supplied  this 
precious  bit  of  Barton  history  while  she  was  visiting 
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her  mother,  Effie  Elizabeth  Gish  Bowman,  and  Wilmer 
Bowman  and  other  Barton  relatives  in  the  Modesto,  Ripon 
area,  in  California,  this  summer.   Vida  Irene  Gish 
Flory  is  from  the  Lawrence,  Kansas  area. 

Page  24     Elva  Mae  Hobbs  married  Archie  Ikenberry ,  not 
Eichenberry,  as  stated. 

Page  39     The  William  Walter  Barton  family  owns  two  Walnut  Ranches 
near  Ripon,  California,  not  an  almond  ranch,  as  stated. 

Page  42    William  Ware  Palmer  II  is  an  engineer  with  General  Electric 
Co.,  in  San  Jose,  California,  and  William  Ware  Palmer  III 
is  a  Navy  P-3  Pilot.   It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that 
Ada  Belle  Bowman  Palmer  is  a   teacher  and  teaches  school 
in  Los  Altos,  California.   Her  daughter,  Pamela  Bowman 
Palmer,  is  also  a  teacher  and  artist  in  Mendocina,  Calif. 

Page  46     My  great  grandfather,  John  Brown,  not  only  fought  in  the 
Civil  War  on  the  Federal  side,  but  also  fought  for  our 
country  in  the  war  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Mexico.   He  was  in  the  Battle  of  Buena  Vista,  which 
was  quite  bloody. Since  this  book  was  published,  I  found 
in  an  old  suitcase,  an  old  handwritten  document,  giving 
his  full  name  as  John  Henry  Brown,  Sr.   This  document 
also  states  that  he  fought  in  the  Civil  War  for  3  years 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Patriotic  Old  Time  Stripe.   He 
lived  in  Topeka,  Kansas,  for  a  while  until  his  wife 
died,  and  then  moved  to  Lawrence,  Kansas,  and  lived  with 
his  son,  John  Henry  Brown,  Jr.,  until  his  death.    It 
says  he  was  born  in  Warren  County,  Kentucky,  on  January 
19,  1820,  and  lived  to  be  almost  90  years  of  age  lacking 
just  22  days.   I  also  found  an  old  newspaper,  "The 
Edwardsville  Democrat"  published  in  Edwardsville ,  Illinois, 
dated  Saturday,  February  1,  1890,  No.  38.  -  Vol.  9  -  Old 
Series  Vol.  18  (October  10,  1872),  page  5,  col.  3,  under 
the  title:  "An  Old  Settler  Gone,"  confirms  the  complete 
"Brown  Story"  from  the  Revolutionary  War  Record  forward 
to  "The  Brown's  Addition,"  in  Edwardsville,  Illinois. 

Page  48     Since  the  publication  of  this  book,  I  have  received  the 
following  information  on  Johnstone  -  McMullen  family: 
Nancy  McMullen 's  father's  name  was  Dale  Ivan  McMullen, 
who  was  born  189  3,  in  Evart,  Michigan.   Her  mother  was 
Mildred  Watts  McMullen,  born  189  4,  in  Washington,  Conn.

Page  71    The  old  Metsker  home  that  burned  in  the  1920 's  faced 
North,  not  South.   It  was  the  Metsker  home  #3  that 
faced  South.   Furthermore,  it  should  be  mentioned 
that  another  home  was  built  on  the  Metsker  Estate  in 
1859  when  Kansas  was  still  a   territory.   It  was  a 
log  cabin  and  was  the  first  shelter  for  our  pioneer 
Metsker  family  to  be  erected  in  Kansas  territory  and 
was  located  across  the  road  from  House  #3  and  East 
slightly  at  the  turn  in  the  road. 

Page  71    The  small  boy  in  the  lower  right  picture  is  Master 
Cleveland  Bowser  II. 

Page  71    The  picture  at  top  right  shows  a  small  part  of  the 
honeymoon  cottage  where  Henry  Clay  Metsker  and  his 
bride,  Mary  Jane  Barton,  started  "out  life  together. 
This  same  cottage  is  where  Missourian  border  guerillas 
were  held  prisoners  and  later  turned  over  to  the 
Union  army.   One  prisoner  was  untied,  upon  his  request 
and  promise  not  to  escape,  but  as  he  ran  to  nearby 
woods,  he  was  shot  by  one  of  the  free-settlers  in 
the  posse  that  was  formed  to  protect  Kansas  from 
Missouri  guerilla  action. 

Again,  this  cottage  saw  Civil  War  action  when  a 
special  detachment  was  sent  by  William  Clark  Quantrill 
to  kill  John  C.  Metsker,  my  great  grandfather,  as 
they  (the  guerillas)  retreated  from  the  Lawrence, 
Kansas  massacre  which  was  the  most  brutal  atrocity 
act  of  the  entire  Civil  War.  (Note   1.) 

These   raiders  rode  up  the  Metsker  Hill  and  that 
afternoon  searched  for  Metsker.   Not  finding  him, 
they  cooked  food  in  the  huge  iron  kettle  that  hung 
in  the  fireplace  and  slept  there  that  night  and  left 
early  the  next  morning.   Metsker  hid  his  family  in 
a  cave  in  the  Northwoods  and,  from  time  to  time, 
watched  the  guerillas  as  they  searched  for  him. 
(Note  2)
